To  :  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  Central  China  Expeditionary  Force, 
the  North  China  ,.roa  ..rmy,  Xoroan  and  Formosan  armies, 
and  the  Imperial  Guards  Division  Chiof  of  Staff  of  the 
11th  Division  and  the  chiefs  of.  staff  of  the  remaining 
divisions,  the  5rd,  5th,  6th,  9th,  10th,  14th,  and  16th. 

“Iso  the  remaining  chiefs  of  staff  of  the  2nd,  4th,  7th, 

1th,  and  12th  division. 

Although  v/u  have  already  notified  by  ordors  about  tho  discipline 
of  unit3  and  soldiers  returning  from  tho  China  Incidont  aroa 
and  tho  control  and  guidance  of  their  belongings  in  No.  433  and 
434  and  No.  493,  Secret,  army,  China,  in  1933,  wo  wish  to  roooat 
again  the  ordors  especially  about  tho  following  in  guidance,  in 
view  of  the  evidence  of  the  returning  units  lately,  i'ho  attached 
oaper  is  for  your  reference. 

1.  The  true  intent  of  tho  discipline  and  tho  guidance  and  con¬ 
trol  of  belongings  is  not  for  exposing  crimes  but  for  pro¬ 
tecting  our  honourable  officers  and  soldiers  and  crowning 
their  military  service  with  perfection,  and  elevating  tho 
gonoral  honour  and  dignity  of  tho  entire  military  service. 
However,  there  are  those  who  slander  tho  police  concerned 

or  hide  things  or  entrust  things,  to  othor  or  send  them  by  mail, 
which  they  acquired  illegitimately  misunderstanding  tho 
true  intontion  of  the  ahovo. 

2.  Tho  commanders  of  the  troops  arc  responsible  for  tho  guidance 
and  control  of  the  discipline  of  tho  returning  trooos  and 
tho  control  of  their  belongings.  Tho  KEJtfPEI  as  a  rule  co¬ 
operate  with  them  accooding  to  tho  requests  of  the  commanders 
except  in  3oecial  cases,  in  which  tho  military  police  carry 
out  tho  examination  according  to  their  own  opinion.  Despite 
this,  there  are  some  who  loave  the  matter  to  the  KEhPSI  and 
rathor  remain  unconcerned  spectators  with  displeased  looks. 
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Dos  situ  the  fact  t.hxt  you  can  oxoouto  controls  of  belongings 
of  returning  uhits  and  thoir  non  by  roulino  spiritual  educa¬ 
tion  and  timely  inspoction  of  th-'  ir  bolongings,  tho^e  are 
somo  who  do  not  tako  up  any  means  of  control  spying  it  io  im¬ 
possible  because  they  can  not  .let  thorn  know  of  their  returning 
prior  to  ombarkation  from  the  view  point  of  military  security. 
There  are  some  who  are  not  so  sevoro  towards  officers  while 
being  very  severe  towards  soldiors,  or  some  officors  who  do 
not  have  any  idoa  of  sotting  a  good  example  for  thoir  subordi¬ 
nates  by  not  voluntarily  3ub  fitting  thonsolves  to  their 
superiors  for  tnspoction  and  in  somo  casos  somo  inoxpocted 
corruption  cast. s  woro  caused  by  lock  of  thoroughness  of 
method,  though  inspection  wore  mode  several  times. 

and,  in  general,  thoro  is  a  tendency  of  the  inspections . of 
the  oolongings  of  those  who  are  attached  to  headquarters  of 
being  inadequate. 

Thoro  aro  many  official  oaolcag^s  and  unit  baggago  which  have 
irivate  things  in  thorn  especially  things  which  are  illegiti¬ 
mate  or  easy  to  bo  misundorstood  as  illegitimate,  ns  it ’is 
commonly  inconvenient  to  ooor  and  examine  those  packages,  it 
is  necessary  to  control  those  thoroughly  on  tho  r  :soonsibHity 
of  tho  co  imandors  of  tho  units  of  tho  place  of  origin  where 
tho  packagos  aro  made.  ..nd  in  order  that  the  contents  of  tho 
package  may  bo  cloar  to  mako  it  convoniont  for  transportation, 
to  protect  thorn  from  becoming  lost  and  to  make  tho  handling 
oasior,  it  is  proper  and  necessary  to  take  moasuros  to  show 
tho  number  and  contents  clearly. 

Thoro  aro  somo  who  hnvo  sovio  unlawful  things  in  thoir  posses¬ 
sion  stil1  after  thoir  rotnrn  to  thoir  original  units  or 
mofcllizod  units  or  organized  units,  or  3omo  who  want  to  buy 
somo  unlawful  things  aftor  being  dischargod.  It  is  nocessary 
'horoforo  make  another  inspoction  again  betwoon  the  timo 
of  their  roturn  to  thoir  original  units  and  until  tho  time 
that  they  are  discharged. 

When  thoy  aro  going  home,  somo  of  them  v;asto  money  to  buy 
souvenirs .
